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HE POINTED out that con-
struction of the hospital will
take at least two years—mak-
ing a total of six years from
voter approval of the project
until it is placed in operation.

The Chief Ad-
ministrative Officer knew how
much money was in the bond
issue, Why did they design such
an expensive hospital in the
first place, when they knew
there wasn’t money available
to build it,” Hahn asked.

Chief Administrative Officer
L. S. Hollinger declared that
the project would be advertis-
ed for bids yet this fiscal year,
which ends on June 30. How-
ever, Hahn pointed out that the
project is now a week behind
a schedule established the
first week in February.

“If the project keeps on be-
ing delayed, it will be a long
time before any construction
work is actually started,” he
concluded.

City Approves
Annexation of
Lomifa Corner

An ordinance approving the
annexation of the southeast
corner of Lomita Blvd. and
Crenshaw Blvd. to the City of
Torrance was adopted by the
city council Tuesday night after
the council determined that
protests against the action did
not come from owners of 50
per cent of the value of the
area.

Several protests were ac-
knowledged by the council, and
one by Eugene'and Katheryn
Copel was rejected on the
grounds that they were not the
legal owners on the cut-off
date for protests.

The ordinance will be sent
to the Secretary of State in
Sacramento and when filed, the
annexation will be completed,
City Attorney Stanley Remel-
meyer said.
